Maize, or Indian com, a native of 
the American continents, was grown 
in China under the name of Imperial 
grain long before the first white set¬ 
tlers arrived in North America. 

Practically all of last year’s pro¬ 
duction of timothy and brome grass 
seed and most of the alfalfa and 
sweet clover has been sold by grow¬ 
ers in Manitoba. 

The total area of Scotland, ex¬ 
cluding inland waters, is 19.070,000 
acres, of which about one fourth is 
under crops and permanent grass; 
one half is “rough grazing” (moun¬ 
tain heathland); and one fourth, deer 
forests and towns.

Ottawa.- Preparations are under¬ 
way by the Dominion government to 
respond in a practical manner to 
the long standing plea of the agri¬ 
cultural community of Canada for 
relief from their heavy mortgage 
and interest obligations. Parliament 
will shortly be asked to pass such 
legislation that will ease their burden 
and extend their credit facilities so 
that farming may be placed in a 
more favorable position with respect 
tc the decreased value of agricultural 
products, as compared with the con¬ 
ditions at the time the farmers’ obli¬ 
gations were incurred. 

While full details of the plan are 
not completed, it is understood the 
proposal is -to amend the interest 
laws, extend and broaden the scope 
of the Farm Loans act, and set up 
emergency legislation- with respect 
to the provisions of the Bankruptcy 
act with reference to farmers. 

Undoubtedly the move will require 
the amendment of certain provincial 
statutes with respect to mortgages 
and bankruptcy, but as the matter 
was fully discussed between Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett and the pro¬ 
vincial premiers at the interprovin¬ 
cial conference in January, no diffi¬ 
culty is anticipated on that score. 

Mr. Bennett and Hon. E N. Rhodes, 
minister of finance consulted with a 
large delegation of officials of mort¬ 
gage, insurance and other lending 
companies, on certain details of the 
plan whfeii are of especial interest 
to such organizations.

CARBON DIOXIDE I 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Carbon dioxide is the gas produced 
whenever carbon or any of the com¬ 
mon fuels, all of which contain car¬ 
bon, burn in oxygen or air. It is also 
formed In certain processes such as 
fermentation and the decay of 
organic matter. Large quantities 
j also escape from volcanoes and 
crevices in the earth. It is present 
i in the open air to the extent of about 
! three parts in 10,000. This relatively 
small amount is essential to the-life 
of all plarts and hence It indirectly 
serves to supply us with our food. 

One of the essentials of the life 
process in animals is the slow com¬ 
bination of the oxygen, taken in by 
the lungs, with the food which haa 
been consumed.
